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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
method of cutting CSP substrates as claimed in claims 3 and 4. The closest prior art, 
Freund et al and Turner, discloses substrate cutting machines comprising many of the 
claimed elements. However, they lack the plurality of mounting position indications as 
agreed to the arguments presented by Applicant. Thus, it is believed that the claimed 
invention is allowable.
